("Whose  image  and  super'cription  is 
this’"  "Cieesar  s "Render  there- 
fore unto  Cicsar  the  thing-  wfiich 
are  Ciesar's.

s 
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rich  man  is  described,  by  the  same 
apostle  in  other  language.  “tin  .to 
now,  ye  rich  men,  weep  ami  howl 
tor  your  miseries  that  shall  mine 
upon  you.  Your  riches  are  nil'- 
rupted.  and  your  garments  are 
moth-emeu.  Your  gold  and  silver 
is  eunkered.  and  the  rust  of  them 
shall  he  a witness  against  you, 
and  shall  eat  your  flesh  as  ii  were 
tire.  Ye  have  heaped  treasures  to- 
gether tbrthe  last  days.  Behold, 
the  hire  of  the  laborers  who  have 
reaped  down  your  fields,  which  is 
ot  you  kept  hack  by  fraud,  crictli; 
and  the  t ries  of  them  which  iiavt* 
reaped  are  entered  into  t he  ears  of 
the  Lord  of  Sabbaoth.  Ye  have 
lived  in  pleasure  on  earth,  and  have 
been  wanton;  ye  have  nourished 
your  heurts  as  in  a day  of  slaughter. 
Ye  have  condemned  and  killed  the 
just;  umi  he  doth  not  resist  you." 

Yet  the  Christian  rich  man  re- 
joices because  ho  lias  been  made 
low,  for  he  must  fade  away  in  his 
ways,  and  he  is  prepared,  and  lie 
•only,  to  relinquish  nil.  It  linn  been 
said  that  possessions  make  n death- 
lied  terrible.  Said  Jesus,  the  son  of 
Sirne:  “0,  death,  how  hitter  is  tho 
remembrance  of  thee  to  a man  that 
liveth  at  rest  iu  his  possessions,  un- 
to tho  man  that  hath  nothing  to 
vex  him,  and  that  hath  prosperity 
in  all  things:  yea,  unto  him  that  is 
yet  able  to  receive  meat!"  But  the 
rich  man  that  glories  in  that  lie  has 
been  made  low  considers  his  heaven- 
ly inheritance  as  the  culmination  of 
all  his  hopes,  and  though  thankful 
for  his  earthly  comforts,  counting 
himself  as  a steward  whose  ac- 
counts shall  ho  approved  when  his 
master  rallctli  for  him,  when  lie 
finds  himscll  passing  away  can  re- 
lease all  without  a sigh.  And  it  lit- 
he ganuinelv  u disciple,  he  disposes 
of  his  property  by  will  as  conscien- 
tiously under  the  laws  and  institu- 
tions ol  the  country  in  whieh  he 
lives  in  the  interest  ot  the  kingdom 
of  Christ,,  as  he  distributed  while 
living:  his  uniform  rule  being, 
•“Freely  ye  have  received,  freely 
give." 

Some  ex|«jsitors  have  strangely 
misunderstood  the  meaning  of  thin 
part  of  text.  They  have  fancied 
that  Janies  meant  to  suy  to  Chris- 
tians who  had  lost  their  property  to 
rejoice  on  that  account:  or  that  he 
^turned  aside  her  to  denounce  tho 
wicked  rich  man;  but  oi'her  of  these 
constructions  is  forced  and  unnatur- 
al. The  contrast  is  plainly  between 
the  poor  brother  and  the  rich 
brother.  

Stier,  in  his  commcntson  this  pas- 
sage, beautifully  expresses  its  mean- 
ing. Of  worldly-minded  rich  men, 
St.  James  is  not  here  speaking-  He 
refers  assuredly  to  a brother  who  is 
rich;  only  to  such  can  he  attrihue  a 
boasting  or  rejoicing;  and  what  re- 
joicing? Let  the  brother  that  is 
rich  rejoice  that  ho  is  made  low,' 
Mark  that  well.  Rejoice  in  this, 
that  thou  knowest  the  Lord  who 
dealeth  in  mercy  upon  the  earth, 
and  givotli  grace  to  the  humble; 
that  thou  hast  seen  the  danger  and 
escaped  the  snares  of  aiches,  and 
art  no  longer  a camel  too  large  for 
a needle's  eye;  that  thou  hast  found 
security  against  destruction,  and  a 
hotter  hope  than  fleeting  riches  can 
afford  Rejoice  that  thou  hast 
learned  this;  rejoice  in  thy  lowliness 
liefororiod  ns  a spiritually  poor 
inun.  who  is  wanting  in  his  spirit- 
ual gills,  so  that  ns  a brother  of  the 
poor,  thou  art  also  an  inheritor  of 
tho  kingdom,  and  rich  in  (loti." 

The  low  degree  spoken  of  in  the 
text  is,  from  tho  the  Christian  point 
ot  view,  temporary.  The  highest 
statoofthe  brother  is  spiritual  and 
eternal,  his  exaltation  is  not  like 
human  fame  or  honor,  which  is  but 
a breath,  but  is  ovorlasting  as  God 
and  the  soul.  The  high  degree  is 
temporary  also,  and  lie  who  is  made 
low  regards  it.  All  areci|ital  njt  the 
cross  of  Christ. 

The  difference  between  the  true 
Christian  who  is  rich  or  honored, 
and  one  who  is  poor  and  -obscure 
while  passing  through  this  world,  is 
like  that  between? wo  men  crossing 
the  sea  iii  equally  confident  expec- 
tation ot  a fortune.  The  voyage  of 
one  may  he  in  the  first  cabin,  and 
the  lies!  stateroom  in  it,  while  that 


of  the  other  may  be  in  the  steerage. 
One  may  he  more  comfortable  than 
the  oilier,  hut  both  are  sustained  in 
tile  various  inconveniences  ot  the; 
voyage  by  hope.  Again,  the  differ- 
ence may  lie  illustrated  by  two  voy- 
agers, one  sailing  oi  er  the  quiet  seas, 
and  the  other  tossed  about.  let 
I Kiieh  an  illustration,  though  true  to 
human  thought  and  expression, 
falls  short  of  the  measure  required: 
for  the  very  storms  that  are  sent 
come  in  mercy  and  love.  Nor  is 
this  all;  in  a beautiful  passage  in  the 
Old  Testament  it  is  said.  "And  Ja 
j eob  served  seven  years  lor  Rachel.  I 
, and  they  seemed  unto  him  lint  a: 
! few  days,  for  the  love  he  had  to 
her."  So  the  true  Christian  holiev- 1 
j er  passes  through  lift*,  his  afflictions  i 
light  ami  Imt  for  a moment.  be  | 
1 cause  the  love  of  Christ  constrain-  i 
jctli  him  The  disagreeable  things!

the  proud  rich  mail-  would— with- 1 
; out  a radical  change  of  character — 
he  eiivil  us  it  poor:  and  the  envious  J 
pisir  man — without  a similar  change  , 
] of  character—  would  be  arrogant  if; 
rich,  lie  rejoices  iu  that  he  is 
made  low,  ran  never  lie  arrogant;  j 
lie  who  glories  iu  tlial  lie  is  exalted 
can  never  he  envious. 

Great  transactions  often  show  i 
j that  the  heart  has  not  been  upon 
God;  the  gloomy  discontent  of  those 
j once  rich  anil  now  |»«ir,  ami  the  as- 
sumption of  those  once  poor  and  j 
; now  rich,  in  many  instances  illtts- 
1 trato  tiie  statement. 

If  Christianity  were  universally 
received  and  practiced,  all  social 
, evils  would  vanish,  and  there  would 
lie  few  very  rich  persons.  The  ma- 
jority of  mankind  would  be  jn  that 
happy  condition,  having  neither 
riches  nor  poverty;  comparatively  I 
| lew  would  Is-  poor,  and  those  would 
be  worthy  of  universal  sympathy 
and  help,  which  they  would  receive.  J 
The  whole  population  of  the  earth, 
i with  tlie  exception  of  those  ol  infe- 
rior mental  endowment,  would  |h>s- 
! seas  general  education,  and  a great 
number  attain  to  true  wisdom. 

Iii  communities  where  these  priu- 
j eiples  are  practiced  to  any  consider- 
able degree— and  always  in  just 
i such  proportions  us  they  are  prac- 
ticed— these  results  follow,  ' The 
j fruit  of  righteousness  is  sown  in 
peace  ol  them  that  mtiKe  peace." 
and  what  the  socialistic  schemes 
j could  never  give  because  of  their

When  a rich  nmn  who  has  not 
been  made  low  lieforc  God,  dies  he 
enters  the  other  world  a pauper,  in 
the  heavenly  inheritance  he  has  no 
part,  while  Lazarus  is  exalted  to  the 
highest  place.  But  tho  poor  man 
who  is  not  exalted  is  of  low  degree

STATE  MISSIONS

1 three  years  we  supported  a mis- 
sionary pastor  in  I’ino  Bluff,  the 
j third  city  in  point  ot  importance  in 
1 the  State. 

Now  they  have  it st rong  sell-sup 
; porting  church,  under  the  wise 
leadership  of  that  prim  e ol  pastors 
Rev.  A.  J.  Fawcett.  They  have 
ImiTt  an  elegant  house  for  their  pas 
tor  worth  about  $1,500,  and  are  lib- 
eral in  their  contributions  to  our  de- 
nominational work.  The  2d  Baptist 
church,  Little  Rock,  was  organized 
liy  tho  State  Bourd  acting  as  a pres 
liytry.  This  church  was  organized 
two  year*  ago  with  only  11  mem- 
bers. There  has  been  more  than 
j 140  accessions  to  this  church  since 
its  organization.  One  hundred  and 
throe  of  these  have  been  added 
under  the  pastoral  care  of  Hr.  A.  B. 
Millar  during  the  last  twelve  months. 

The  State  Board  still  keeps  this 
church. 

We  broke  the  first  dirt  last  Thurs- 
day evening  towards  building  a 
church  here  for  these  |>eoplc.  The 
house  will  cost  about  $111,1100  and 
will  he  ready  for  use  l>y  fall.  We 
aro  helping  a .few  other  places 
which  give  some  promise  of  suc- 
' Cess.
